Aud 
woo bo to tho overcoat, pocket-knife, gold 
pon or nuything clso of tho value of n cent 
thnt is exposed for n rnmuto.

KOTATION IN OBFICE. 


Up lo tho beginning of General Jackson's 


term of office, thoro has been, during tho 
forty yonrs of his six predecessors, 113 re- 
movnls of such officers ns required for thoir 
appointment "tho ndvico and consent of Iho 
sonnto." Thoso few removals wero 
not 


niruln frm« nnnridn. ftr tn nmiicli nnnmirw. 
or to rownrd pnrtisans, but for cnuso nud by 
strict rule. Tho power of romovnl wns ox- 
ortod excoplionnlly, " only ([for just nud 
salutary purposes, and wns novor used as an 
instrument of party success. Public policy 
dictntod its exorcise. Oflices wcro not re- 
garded ns tho privato property of tho presi- 
dent, or us iiiu purquisuuM ul it pnrty, but 
ns trusts for Iho geuornl good. 


Qonornl Jackson's accession lo tho presi- 


dency began n revolution. Differences of 
opinion wero punished by romovnl from 
ofllco, nnd pnrtisanship was rewarded with 
E 


lnoes of profit. His successors havo ad- 
ored loo closely lo n precedent which has 


almost solidified into n party law, or n prin- 
ciple of American politics. No party can 
claim exemption from tho sin of using tho 
civil list for party ends. Tho whig, demo, 
orntio, and ropnblicnn parties, in tho distri- 
biillon of "pntronngo," in fodornl, state, nnd 
municipal governments, aro nliko obnox- 
ious to censure. Tho poison hns infiltrated 
every vein and artery of tho body politic. 
Every branch of fodornl nnd of stale service 
hns suffered from tho vicious mnxint that 
offices nro spoils to bo divided among thn 
victors in n party contest. Too often Iho 
condition precedent to appointment is un- 
questioning submission to party decrees, 
indiscriminate flupport of party cnudidnteti 
and pnrty moasurec. Tho right to remove 
incumbontfi is now a conceded 1'rcsidonUal 
prorofjntivo, neqnioficed in hy nil parties.— 
f Hon. J. L. M. Curry, in Tho tlnlnxy for 
Juno.
